* Leather Paper. 
{From the Journal of Applied Chemistry.] 

One of the most interesting and peculiar 
productions of paper is that which is made 
to imitate leather. The surface has every ap- 
pearance of a finished skin, with extraordi- 
pary firmness and elasticity, and it can be 
subjected to washing without any injury from 
the water. These peculiarities are not so 
much due to the superior quality of the ma- 
terial asahe node of manufacture, the sur- 
faees remaining intact even when the paper is 
very thick, while with us paper of this kind 
soon loses its firmness, and the grain is im- 
paired. 

Japanese leathcr paper is made extensively 
at Fiangawa, near Yeddo. It is madein sheets 
of 60 centimetres in length and 42 centime- 
tres in width. The paver oyt of which it 1s 
prepared is not dissimilar to our packlog pa- 

ver, avd is made in Svuthern Japan, near 
iagasaki, and thenee taken to other pro- 
vinoes, where it is manufactured into the dif- 
ferent forms for various uses. The leather 
paper is made in the following manner: It is 
dampened and lai@ in pairs between two pe- 
culiarly wig wes forms, made of paper also, 
only more highly varnished than ordivary 
leather paper; they have a very strong surface 
coating, but running only in one direction.

their width. If thereare several sheets, they 
are rolled on a cylindrical piece of wood, the 
grain of the paper running in an opposite di- 
rection frum that of the wood; they are then 
unrolled from this on a cloth to keep them in 
shape and put icto a form with a hole in the 
top large enough to admit theend of the 
wooden cylinder. The roll of paper is then 
subjected to a pressure of 200 or 300 pounds. 
After the roll has been reduced to three- 
quarters ef its original Iength by this pres- 
eure, it is taken out of the press and turned, 
the folds flattened out aud again pressed to 
remove the deep marks. 

After passing the paper through rollers 
several times the upper surface acquires the 
appearance of leather; it is then colored, 
oiled with a kind of rape oil, varnished, put 
once more in the press, which cotmpletes it, 
with the exception of drying... By means of 
paraiiel or cross lines on the rollers the upper 
surface of the pa is mede to resemble 
leather exactly imall ite varieties. The upper 
being pressed to ope-third, or even to one- 
half ite onginal thickness, and the passage 
through the rollers giving it a fine grained 
appearance, makes it valuable to picture 
printers, as the surface has the appearance of 
crepe silk. :

Surely, In @psearance, no Other meaos cin be 
more economice!l. But isthe cheapoessoniy in 
appearance or is Ha reality? tf the time and la-

The cable dispatches this morniog are read- 
able and racy. The exciting scenes in Paris 
consequent upon the overthrow of the Em- 
pire and the declaration of a Republic, the 
flight of the Empress, the fate of the Em- 
peror, the graphic accounts of the late 
bloody battles, ending in the capitulation ot 
Napoleon, and the spirit of Republicanism 
that is abroad in Europe, and which is alrea- 
dy manifesting itself to the imminent peril of 
Italy and Spain, and compromising other of 
the great powers, all together, forms a mass 
of news that cannot fail to be of the greatest 
interest. ; 

England makes haste to recognize the new 
republic, Spain sends a greeting from her Re- 
pubhean minority, and the other foreign 
courts forward hasty congratulations. 

Meanwhile it is evident that the overthrow 
of the Empire is not the end of the war. 
Prussia has only conquered Napoleon. She 
now has France to fight, and it is not im- 
probable that the story of 1792 will be twice- 
told, The people are being armed without 
restriction, the prisons have been thrown 
open, the press has been unshackled, and 
everythivg points to a revival of that spirit of 
liberty and amity which inspired the people 
before to overcome far greater difficulties 
than those that now beset them. Prussia is 
pushibg on to Paris aud says she wil] conquer 
a peace. France replies there can be no peace 
while a foot of French soil is occupied by a 
foreign foe. Neither power will fen to 
mediation, and, unless the neutrals interfere 
by force of arms, it can be nothing less than a 
war of extermination.

Capt. Craig says the 
best feeling prevails generally between the 
beiter class of people of the two nations, and 
that these quarrels are only between very bad 
famities, nearly or quite white, and that 
have no more significance than a quarrel 
among neighbors in the rural districts of thé 
white settlements. The question of nation- 
ality was not at all involved, and the disturb- 
ance was not of a serious character. 

BXAS ELECTIONS.
